This ought not to be. if the system ‘tan be de- 
stroyed without. destroying the incenti,ve of the 
individual for productive effort, and at the same 
time fairly provide needed revenue for ‘the govern- 
ment, two great benefits would be accomplished at 
one stroke. It is in line with a social and economic 
tendency which has been going on i this country 
for many years and for that. reason should not be 
beyond our ready appreciation. 

After the Normian conquest of Englajid the feudal 
lords obtained the enactment of the, “statute De 
Donis,” by which the fee of a feudal grant should 
deseend to his heirs—in particular to his eldest son 
—with no power to the grantee to bar their rights. 


Under this system the landed British aristocracy 
grew up. Revolutionary France abolished it, as did 
other European nations, but an effort was made 
to p¢rpetuate it in the American,calonies. Thomas 
Jefferson, revising the Virginia code, abolished it 
with the explanation that if the eldest son could 
eat twice as much or do double work it might be a 


evidence of his right tov a double portion. 


As'‘a result the system is not xecognized in the 
United States, and in Illinois at least the laws con- 
tain a “rule against perpetuity”’ under which a 


testator can restrict the distributtion of his estate 
only to a period of twenty-one years beyond the le 
of living heirs. That shows our national attitude 
toward the centralization and perpetuation of — 
and unearned fortunes. 

But that attitude has‘not been) sufficient to check 
such growth, centralization; and perpetuation. For- 
tunes have grown up to such size that ft is impos- 
sible for their owners to spend the:income normally, 
with the result that they multiply with almost in- 
conceivable rapidity. The result is the formation 
of a class in this country almost outside ordinary 
control. It exercises itself, among other things, 
with the support through marriage of a European 


aristocracy founded on law rather than on econom- 
ies and therefore financially broken down by eco-

This means, of course, that the term 
is applied to many skin diseases, some 
incurable, some easily curable, sme in 
between, some due to one thing, some 
due to another. 

- In consequence of this looseness there 
are hundreds of eczema cures, all backed 
by honest people who have been gen- 
uinely cured or think fhey have. 
when ,we swap the skin specialists’ group

‘THE FARMERS’ BUYING POWER. 

Chicago, Sept. 12.—The articles by 
Arthur M. Evans on the farm situation 
are very timely and interesting. They 
are especially valuable because they 
show the frame of mind of a great many 


“| farmers, 


In his letter of Sept. 7, dealing with 
conditions in Adams county, it is inter- 
esting to note that the information fur- 
nished to Mr. Evans by farmers and farm 
experts, and which was intended to show 
the deplorable financial situation of 
farmers because of the low purchasing 
power of a bushel of corn, referred prin- 
cipally to the prices of farm machines 
and equipment, as though the price of 
machines was of vital importance to the 
farmers’ well being. Yet government 
Statistics show that farm machinery rep- 
res@nts less than 10 per cent of ‘farm 
operating expenses. One wonders just 
why the buying power of the farmer's 
crop was given so largely in terms of 
farm machinery when there are so many. 
other items which the farmer buys which 
were not mentioned and for which prices 
are much higher proportionately. 
Furthermore, the prices on the princi- 
pal farm crops increased to a much 


| great extent than farm machinery dur- 


ing the war. At the same time wheat, 
which is grown by a large percentage of 
farmers, has riot returned to anything 
like the pre-war level, but is today sell- 
ing at about 60 per cent more than be- 
fore the war. If the relation between 
the farmer’s products and the things he 
has to buy are shown in bushels of 
wheat therefor, there is a very different 
story to tell. Of course, this does not 
help the man who has corn only to sell. 
But the fafmer who faises corn usually 
sells most of it in the form of hogs or 
cattle, and here again present prices, 
low as they are, compared with two 
years ago, are nevertheless higher than 
those prevailing eat the outbreak of the 
wag. 

Further, why don’t some of the farm 
experts make a comparison of the prices 
of farm machinery with some of the 
other things which farmers and the gen- 
eral public must have? A clothing manu- 
facturer can buy a few pounds of wool 
from a farmer at 10 cents per pound, do 
a littl work on it, and sell it back to 
the same farmer for $10 per pound, and 
the farm expert has littlé say about it. 
On the other hand, the implement man- 
ufacturer buys steel at 2 or 3 cents a 
pound, does considerable work. upon it, 
and retafls % at 10 cents per pound, and 
five out of seven comparisons of, t 
farmer’s purthasing power are devoted 
to showing how unreasonably high farm 


machinery prices aré, although

“We have been looking for Benario 
since Tuesday night,” said - Chief 
Hughes. ‘“ We wish to question him 
again about Parks and Church, and 
whether at any time he made state- 


or otherwise, which Church could have 
construed as threats.” 

Although at least three different con- 
fessions have been made by Church, in 
each of which he admits maving mur- 
dered ees and Ausmus, auto- 
mobile esmen who delivered @ car 
to his home a week ago, Ben New- 
mark, chief investigator for State's 
Attorney Robert E. Crowe, does not 
believe he has told all the truth. 

Last night he permitted the boy's 
father, Edwin O. Church, a farmer of 
Adams, Wis., to endeavor to get from 
his son the truth about the doubie slay- 


the | ing and the identity of his accomplices. 


After hours of steady questioning, how- 
ever, no new facts were gleaned. 


Views Divided on Confessions.

FARWELL’S REVIEW OF TRADE 


A mixed situation existed in the wheat 
market last night. Those who have per- 
sistently stuck to the buying side on breaks 
said they expected renewed export and ecast- 
ern buying on any further decline to be strong 
enough to make a good advance. For the 
most part local operators had either un- 
loaded entirely or reduced their holdings to 
a point where they are in a position to buy 
more on any further decline. Those who wers 
entirely out said they wanted e decline to get 
in again. All agreed that a nervous, fluctu- 
ating market is to be expected for some time 
to come. 


Sentiment in coarse grains is bearish, due 
mainly to the slow cash trade and offers to 
cancel trades recently made for export. New 
York reported indications of an export de- 
mand for oats about to materialize, with in- 
quiries from Germany, Holland, and’ Swiss 
sources. Samples of different grades are. be- 
ing sought, and New York exporters reported 
that they expect a good foreign demand. 


Considerable selling of wheat locally was 
on yesterday, based on a message from New 
York to the Norris Grain company, who are 
exporters. It said: ‘Wheat looks sick. 
Weakness in foreign exchange is a big factor. 
The decline in French francs the last ten 
days is equal to 13c per bu on wheat. I 
think there is a lot of long cash wheat and 
ocean freight held by exporters which will 
have to Be liquidated. Reports are that No. 
2 hard arriving-at Lonlion was told today at 
Sc under cost. It is reported that the 
English home grown wheat of fine quality 
is selling at 50s per quarter. This, wheat has 
declined about 25c per bu the last fortnight.” 


Flour stocks in the United States and Can- 
ada on Sept 1. as estimated by the Daily 
Trade Bulletin, were 2,035,000 bris, com- 
pared with 1,764,000 bris a month ago and 
1,914,000 pris last year. 


wheat 18 officially estimated 
at 294,000,000 bu, or 6,000,000 bu more 
than a month ago, and compares with 263,- 
000,000 bu harvested last year, The three 
provinces have 272,000,000 bu, or 7,000,000 
bu in excess of the August figures, which 
compares with 234,000,000 bu harvested last 
year. 


Highly beneficial rains are reported in 
cables as having fallen over the greater part 
of Argentina, and the outlook for the new 
wheat, oats, and flaxseed crops is much im- 
proved. 


With the flaxseed crop of the United States 
and Canada much below last year, and as 
the United States is an importing country, 
flaxseed specialists say that both this country 
and Europe will have to depend on Argentina 
for supplies thie season. The new tariff is 
expected to put a tax on both flaxseed and 
linseed oil.
